Congress Prepares to Debate Climate Change Legislation This Fail

As members of Congress return from their August recess and begin working on a packed 
agenda, climate change is one of the issues expected to receive continued attention. The 
committees of jurisdiction in both the Senate and the House will focus on climate change 
legislation, and the leaders of those committees have emphasized their interest in having 
climate bills considered on the floor of each chamber by the end of the year. Such a 
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timetable, however, could be more ambitious than realistic. This issue alert highlights 
the key propoaals - and the primary issues - that will be in play as Congress wrestles 
with climate change legislation this fail. 

Senate Climate Change Proposals: Bingaraan/Specter and Lieberman/Warner 



The Chair of the Senate Committee on Environraent & Public Works (EPW) , Barbara Boxer {D- 
CA) , has committed to hold a hearing in the near-term at which each of the Senate sponsors 
of climate change bllls will have an opportunity to present their proposals. While there 
have been a number of bills introduced, the focus is likely to be on two leading 
proposals . 

One is the "Low Carbon Economy Act of 2007," which was introduced by Senators Jeff 
Bingaman (D-NM) , Chairman of the Committee on Energy and Natural Resources, and Arlen 
Specter (R-FA) in July with endorsements from some major electric Utilities and labor 
unions. The second is a 16-page outline of a cap-and-trade proposal by Senators Joe 
Lieberman (I-CT) and John Warner (R-VA) that was released in August. They have been 
collecting input on the outline and intend to introduce a bill for consideration in the 
fail. Chairman Boxer has said that the Lieberman/Warner bill, when ready, will be the 
primary vehicle in the EPW committee. 

Comparing the Bingaman/Specter and Lieberman/Warner proposals suggests areas of 
convergence on the design of cap-and-trade legislation, and also those key issues that 
have yet to be resolved. 

Emissions Targets. The Bingaman/Specter bill and the Lieberman/Warner outline would both 
establish cap-and-trade programs to limit emissions beginning in 2012. Bingaman/Specter 
calls for GHG reductions to 2006 levels by 2020. The Lieberman/Warner outline is somewhat 
more etringent, calling for a 10% reduction below 2005 levels by 2020. Both plans also 
envlsion consistent and steady emissions reductions through 2050. 

Points of Regulation. The Bingaman/Specter bill would regulate carbon dioxide (C02) 
emissions from petroleum and natural gas consumption on an "upstream 11 basis, by regulating 
petroleum refiners and natural gas processors . The bill would reach C02 emissions from 
coal consumption on a "downstream basis, i. e., by regulating large. consumers of coal 
(primarily coal-fired electric power plants) . 

The proposal by Senators Lieberman and Warner also would regulate petroleum on an 
"upstream" basis. However, they otherwise would regulate large sources of C02 emissions 
on a "downstream" basis. Their program would reguire practically all electric power 
plants to submit allowances. It also would regulate industrial and commercial facilities 
that emit 10,000 metric tons or more of C02-eguivalent GHG emissions per year. 

Allowance Allocation and Auction Provisions. The distribution of allowances {i. e., rights 
to emit) will be a significant and controversial issue in the Congressional deliberations . 

Both the Lieberman/Warner and Bingaman/Specter proposals have detailed provisions on the 
distribution of allowances - with some portion allocated for free and some portion 
auctioned. Under both programs, approximately three-quarters of allowances would be. 
allocated at no cost in the first year and the remaining guarter would be auctioned. 
Under each proposal, the share of allowances auctioned would steadily increase over time 
while the percentage of free allocations would fail. 

The proposals have different approaches for allocating allowances to individual facilities 
within industry sectors. In particular, they vary in their approach to allocation within 
the electric power sector; unlike the Bingaman- Specter proposal, Senators Lieberman and 
Warner propose to allocate a portion of the sector 's allowances to load-serving entities. 
Under each proposal, some allowances are also allocated to states and to create incentives 
for carbon capture and sequestration programs, for early reduction projects and for other 
initiatives. Moreover, both programs call for auction proceeds to fund low-carbon 
technologies, relief for low-income households, and climate change adaptation measures. 

Cost-Containment Strategies. Another key - and unresolved - issue is what kinds of 
mechanisms a climate bill will include for containing compliance costs. 

The Bingaman/Specter bill include s a "safety valve" mechanism that allows regulated 
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entities to pay a "technology accelerator payment" (TAP) in lieu of surrendering an 
allowance. The TAP price would taegin at $12 per metric ton of carbon dioxide-equivalent 
emissions and increase annually by 5% above the inflation rate. The TAP mechanism 
effectively would place an escalating ceiling on allowance prices. 

The Lieberman/ Warner outline eschews the safety valve in favor of "softer" cost 
containment atrategies. The Senators have proposed a Carbon Market Efficiency Board, 
modeled after the Federal Reserve, to oversee the allowances market. In "extreme economic 
circumstances, " the Board could expand the quantity of avallable allowances, provided that 
the expansion is accompanied by a steeper reduction in the GHG cap in future years . 
Lieberman and Warner also have proposed that regulated entities have the ability to borrow 
a limited amount of allowances from their future allocations, subject to an interest rate. 

The Carbon Market Efficiency Board would have authority to set the interest rate and 
other terms for allowance borrowing. 

Offset and International Credit Provisions. Both proposals would allow for the use of 
offset credits for eraission reductions achieved by projects outside the scope of the 
emissions cap. Bingaman/Specter would streamline approval procedures for certain types of 
projects and authorlze the President to promulgate rules allowing a regulated entity to 
use allowances or credits from foreign programs to cover up to 10* of its annual allowance 
requirements. 

Senators Lieberman and Warner propose to limit the use of domestic offset credits to 15% 
of a regulated entity' s allowance reguirements, but would have a slightly more generous 
limit for use of foreign credits than the Bingaman/Specter bill (15%) . 

Credit for offset projects could be a significant isaue in the climate debate. Some NGOs 
have argued that there should be no or only very limited credits for offset projects, 
citing concerns about the environmental integrity of the trading market. 

Measures to Address Impacts on Trade and Competitiveness . A major emerging issue for 
climate .legislation is how it addresses trade competitors that have not adopted comparable 
domestic caps on their GHG emissions. Both the Bingaman/Specter and Lieberman/Warner 
proposals embody the concept that the President may require importers of carboii-intensive 
goods from such countries to submit allowances in an amount sufficient to eliminate their 
economic advantage from not being subject to regulation. This concept likely wlll be 
further debated and developed during deliberations in the fail. 

Outlook. Chairman Boxer has emphasized her interest in moving a cap-and-trade bill 
through her Committee during this session of Congress. There are, however, a large number 
of very important policy design issues to be resolved. Already, a subcommittee markup 
planned for September has slipped to October. 

Furthermore, even a Committee-passed bill would need sufficient support from the full 
Sehate (at least 60 votes) in order to overcome a likely filibuster. Given the 
considerable work needed to develop and build support for all the key elements of a 
comprehensive proposal, and the recent experience with the comparatively simple renewable 
portfolio Standard, which appeared unable to attract 60 votes during the debate on energy 
legislation, it is difficult to imagine that a cap-and-trade bill could be passed by the 
Senate at this point in time. Nevertheless, while rapid passage seeras unlikely, 
considerable behind-the-scenes efforts to refine climate legislation will continue. 

House Climate Change Proposals: Cap-and-Trade and Carbon Tax 



The principal architects of climate change legislation in the House will be Representative 
John Dingell (D-MI) , Chairman of the Committee on Energy and Commerce, and Representative 
Rick Boucher (D-VA) , Chairman of the Subcommittee on Energy and Air Ouality. 
Representative Boucher has set a goal of having a bill pass through his subcommittee and 
the full committee process this fail, and Speaker of the House Nahcy Pelosi (D-CA) 
recent ly said she wants to see a vote by the entire House on climate legislation by the 
end of 2007. However, it seems increasingly likely that this timetable will slip. 

Little is known at this point about the bill that Representatives Boucher and Dingell are 
working on. Representative Dingell has expressed his views that both a cap-and-trade 
program and a carbon tax will be necessary for the U.S. to meet realistic emission 
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reduction goals. However, only a cap-and-trade bill would be within the jurisdiction of 
his Committee. 

in developing cap-and-trade legislation, the Members of the Energy and Commerce Committee 
likely will grapple with many of the same design issues that are before the Senate EPW 
Committee, Rep. Boucher has indicated that his cap-and-trade bill will start with a 
modest cap and become ihcreasingly stringent toward 2050. 

Efforts by the House Committee may be complicated by the fact that key Committee members 
will be representing the House in the House-Senate conference on energy legislation. 
Representative Boucher said recently that he believes the energy conference should be 
delayed until a cap-and-trade bill could be added, allowing for a consideration of a 
single energy-climate package during 2008. Other Members, however, may resist further 
complicating the already complex and controversial energy bill deliberation. 

Another arena of activity will be the House Select Committee on Energy Independence and 
Global Warming, chaired by Representative Ed Markey (D-MA) . While lacking jurisdiction to 
legislate, the Select Committee will be a continued source of hearings and investigations 
on climate policy issues.

Dear Governor Palin: 

We want to discuss with you the adequacy of the State's large mine permitting process, 
particularly with respect to the proposed Pebble Project and its potential impact on Bristol Bay 
and Cook Inlet fish and wildlife populations and habitat. As you well know and appreciate, these 
are world class renewable resources that sustain the livelihood and enjoyment of many 
commercial, subsistence, and sport fishermen and related businesses. Our bottom-line concern 
is; can the State's permitting procedures assure us that these resources will be just as viable a 
century from now, when Pebble and perhaps other large mines have closed down, as they are 
today - after more than a century of commercial fishing? 

A mantra of Alaska' s mining industry is that Alaska has a rigorous permitting process, implying 
that the public need not fear the occurrence of serious, long-term environmental problems like 
those that have poisoned the credibility of the mining industry elsewhere. Examples of this 
mantra are: 

• A recent Northern Dynasty mailing says, "Upholding Alaska's Strict Standards, The State 
of Alaska has some of the most stringent environmental regulations and permitting 
requirements in the world." 

• The Resource Development Council says, "Before construction could begin on the mine, 
the project must first undergo rigorous review by state and federal agencies." (September 
2005 newsletter). 

• DNR Commissioner Irwin stated in a July 3" 1 Media Release that, "Alaska has a world- 
class system in place for natural resource use permitting and development." 

While these are reassuring statements on their face value, are they accurate? Can these 
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statements be verified via independent reference? We think that the integrity of these claims is 
indicative of the degree of honesty and technical credibility we can expect once Pebble permits are 
actually submitted and the review process formally begins. 

Our effort to find independent verification of the claims stated above has found nothing of support. In 
fact, we found contradictions. For example: 

• The Fraser Institute 2006/2007 Annual Survey of Mining Companies indicates that Alaska's 
permitting system is viewed as favorable (i.e., not rigorous) by the mining industry. Alaska was 

ranked 5* best among U.S. states in regards to environmental regulations noj being a deterrent to 
mining. 

• The Alaska Miners Association web site says, "although operations in Alaska were for many years 
held to a higher Standard than in other states, today the field is nearly level and in several states the 
requirements are more stringent than in Alaska." 

• The Corps of Engineers permits for the Rock Creek and Kensington mines have been legally 
challenged. Irrespective of the courts decision on these challenges, it is obvious that there are 
grounds for believing that the permitting process may have taken shortcuts in order to facilitate 
mine development. Also, the National Marine Fisheries Service raised several objections to the 
recent Corps permit for the Port of Anchorage expansion stating that their analysis "understates the 
value of the fish habitat." While these are federal permits, not state, the fact is that state and federal 
agencies worked closely together on these projects and the state bears some complicity in any 
permit shortcomings. 

Although Alaska' s mine permitting process is not as lax as the laissez faire approach that still prevails in 
some countries, it may not be as stellar as some would like us to believe. While we agree that the 
combination of federal and state permits needed to develop a mine is topically comprehensive and 
usually requires extensive studies about baseline conditions, we don't think that this in itself amounts to 
a rigorous process. 

In fact, extensive studies cah be motivated more by an effort to insulate a project from law suit than to 
decide how or if the project should proceed. For instance, a legally defensible federal EIS needs to 
include a complete and adequate assessment of the project. A state water permit (AS 46.15.080) says 
that "the commissioner shall consider. . .the effect of fish and game resources and on public recreational 
opportunities." In both cases, the legal requirement is to merely be informed about environmental 
impacts, not to actually do anything about it. 

In our view, the principal goal of a rigorous resource development permitting process should be 
protection from harm of other resources and resource users regardless of the impact this may have on the 
economic feasibility of a proposed project. The process should result in internalizing within the project 
any diseconomies that it might otherwise impose on others. If that jeopardizes project feasibility, then 
perhaps the project can not be afforded by its investors or the public and it is in the public interest to 
deny a permit. We think that this approach complies with the last five words of a sentence in our state 
constitution that many project advocates tend to leave out when quoting; "It is the policy of the State to 
encourage the settlement of its land and the development of its resources by making them available for 
maximum use consistent with the public interest ." 

Given the disparity between what is claimed for the State's mine permitting process and what actually 
seems to be practiced, we think there needs to be an independent review of the process to verify its 
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strengths, weaknesses, and what improvements might be needed to assure that the mine permitting 
process is not just administratively efficient, but assures the protection of other natural resources and 
resource users. Accordingly, we ask that your office initiate a multi-agency review and that this be used 
to develop consensus with the public as to what is an adequate mine permitting process, particularly 
with respects to Pebble which would have a footprint that is much larger and more complex to analyze 
than other mines. 

We should mention that we discussed our request for a review with Commissioner Irwin during a recent 
teleconference with him. At that time our position also called for a suspension of permits until the 
review has been completed so that any changes might be less disruptive to the permit applicant. 
Cpmmissioner Irwin disagreed with our position, although we don't know if he disagreed with just the 
suspension or also the need for a review. Anyhow, with due respect for his willingness to listen to our 
concerns about permitting, we have dropped the part asking for a suspension of permits since that may 
not be a practical recommendation. 

Your position on the Pebble issue is that the permitting process should play out before any decision is 
made. We respect that and feel that an independent review of the permitting process reinforces, rather 
than opposes, your position. 

Given the unique nature of the Pebble Project, we think it would have been timely for the Murkowski 
Administration to undertake a public permitting review as part of a scoping process (which will 
eventually be required for federal permits). Instead of reaching some sort pf early consensus with the 
public as to how Pebble permitting should proceed, the Murkowski Administration instead imposed 
permit changes that were arbitrary, lowered the bar in terms of protecting fish and wildlife habitat, 
reduced the ppportunity for public participation, removed checks and balances that are fundamental to 
avoid having too much power in one place, and disrupted what had been a relatively stable and balanced 
permitting regime. The result is that many who are knowledgeable about the State* s mine permitting 
process think the Murkowski Administration changes represents the public's interest about as well as his 
Petroleum Profits Tax, The review we recommend, perhaps combined with scoping meetings, could 
rectifythat. 

We do not think that a review of the States mine permitting process needs to be an expensive or lengthy 
process. There are resources in the state that are familiar with the situation and can provide a 
professionally competent effort However, we would not recommend using any of the consulting firms 
that have mining clients since this would put them in an obvious conflict between staying on good terms 
with their clients and providing objective, incisive analysis. We recommend using an academic 
institution like the University of Alaska. ISER in particular has consistently demonstrated both 
excellent skills and good objectivity. 

We look forward to helping you reach better agreement on what the Pebble mine permitting system 
should accomplish, particularly with respect to the extraordinary value of the regions fish and wildlife 
resources. If you are interested, we can provide you with some specific suggestions that a permitting 
review might want to consider.
